To take rust out of steel, place the 
article in a bowl containing kerosene oil, 
or wrap the steel up in a st»ft cloth well 
saturated with kerosene; let it remaiu 
twenty lour hours or longer ; then scour 
tbe rusty spots with brick-dust. If badly 
rusted, use salt with hot vinegar, After 
•couring, rinse every particle of brickdust 
nr salt off with beiling hot water. Dry 
thoroughly ; then poli>h off with a clean 
flannel cloth and a little sweet oil.

The Bussian Invalid?, discussing the 
Turki Ji tactics, re marks that the suc- 
cessful local deahnae Of podtious which 
the Turks have been able to carry out 
during the present campaign is to le 
mainly attributed to the use they mado 
of their rapid-fit iug rifles, and fo tho 
manner in which they artificially 
strengthened the gr-und they held. 
As a rule, the Turk* opened a heavy 
and sustained firo ujron au assaulting 
column at n distance it ii.OOO yards, and 
thus inflicted great loss upon tbe men 
advancing to the attack, until these 
latter arrived within«lK»ut six hundred 
yards of tbe position, aiter which timo 
the greater numl>er of projectiles passed 
over the beads of tho assailants. To 
provide for tbe maintenance ol this fire 
large boxes of cartridges were kept in 
convenient places io all tbe Turkish 
entrenchments, in addition to the large 
supply of ammunititin issued to the men 
and, similarly, when the Turks issued 
from their trenches to a counter attack, 
they were followed by men carrying 
boxes of .cartridges. During the last 
attack upon Plevna it is estimated that 
the men whooppoii d Genera! ."^obeleff's 
onslaught must have fired between four 
hundred and five hundred rounds each, 
and in the immediate neighborhood of 
some of the isolated k lied remaining on 
the battlefield of the 20th of August, 
more than one hundred and twenty 
tmpty cartridge-case s were found. The 
works constructed by the Turks for the 
defense of their positions usually consist, 
in tbe first place, of strip* ol simple 
shelter trench to cover their skirmiabera. 
These are gradually deepened and en- 
larged until they come to assume a 
formidable profile.
